To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Rhayader  Rural  District  Council 

Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report 
as  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  for  the  year  1953,  in  accordance 
with  Circular  1/54  of  the  Welsh  Board  of  Health.  This  report  is 
in  its  final  form  and  is  essentially  the  same  as  the  preliminary 
report  which  1  presented  to  you  in  January  of  this  year. 

General  health  has  again  been  good,  the  notifications  of 
infectious  disease  being  small,  and  one  interesting  fact  which  has 
emerged  from  the  statistics  is  that  the  average  age  of  death  is 
74.7  years. 

Several  sewerage  schemes  for  the  district  are  in  draft  form, 
but  little  real  progress  has  been  made.  It  is  to  be  regretted  that 
the  new  scheme  for  Rhayader  has  not  commenced,  for  apart  from 
the  public  health  aspect,  the  district  is  becoming  more  and  more 
a  centre  for  tourists  and  fishermen,  the  wealth  and  health  of  the 
town  are  therefore  bound  up  in  the  purity  of  the  river. 

The  subject  matter  of  this  report  has  been  drawn  up  with 
the  collaboration  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  who  continues  to 
serve  the  Council  in  an  exemplary  manner.  Much  credit  is  due 
to  him  for  another  year  of  hard  and  careful  work.  My  thanks 
are  also  due  to  the  Surveyor,  for  his  patient  and  careful  attention 
to  the  water  supply,  etc.,  of  the  district. 

I  am  indebted  to  the  Council  for  their  consideration  and 
support  in  the  discharge  of  my  duties  throughout  the  year.

The  town  of  Rhayader  itself  is  an  ancient  market  town, 
standing  about  700  ft.  above  sea  level  in  the  Cambrian  Mountains. 
The  1,500  acres  of  lakes  in  the  Elan  and  Claerwen  Valleys  and 
the  wild  beauty  of  the  Wye  Valley,  are  proving  an  increasing 
attraction,  and  the  town  is  becoming  more  and  more  important 
as  a  centre  for  tourists. 


Agriculture  is  the  principal  industry,  and  its  importance 
is  indicated  by  the  fact  that  about  58,000  acres  are  devoted  to  it, 
the  farm  population  being  about  40%  of  the  total. 


HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR  THE  AREA 

The  district  is  served  by  one  part-time  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  and  one  Sanitary  Inspector. 

Six  nurses  provide  a  home  nursing  service. 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service,  Aberystwyth  carry 
out  free  analyses  of  milk,  water  and  histological  examinations 
of  diseased  animals  slaughtered  at  the  local  abattoir.  I  am 
grateful  to  Dr.  Sudds  and  her  staff  for  their  ready  assistance. 

The  County  Analyst,  Carmarthen  is  available  for  the 
chemical  analyses  of  water  and  examination  of  milk  for  fat 
content. 

Post-natel  clinics  are  held  monthly. 

Clinics  are  available  at  Llandrindod  Wells  for  Tuberculosis 
and  at  Hereford  for  Venereal  Disease.  The  Chest  Physician 
holds  a  weekly  clinic  at  Llandrindod  Wells. 

There  are  no  hospitals  in  the  district  but  hospital  services 
were  provided  during  the  year  at  Knighton,  Llandrindod  Wells, 
Shrewsbury,  Gobowen,  Birmingham,  Llanidloes  and  Aberystwyth. 
The  facilities  include  the  services  of  specialists  in  all  branches.

The  estimated  population  this  year  (4,479)  is  slightly 
hig|jtaw'  than  1952  (4,441)  and  the  distribution  of  sexes  can  be 
estil^Lted  as  Males  2,345,  Females  2,134,  this  is  in  contrast  to 
the  rest  of  the  country  where  females  outnumber  the  males. 
Since  1931  the  population  of  the  district  has  fallen  by  281  or 
5.9%,  this  is  in  line  with  the  general  tendency  to  a  fall  in 
population  in  Mid  Wales,  other  declines  in  the  same  period  being, 
Breconshire  2.2%,  Cardiganshire  3.5%,  Radnorshire  6.2%  and 
Montgomeryshire  5. 1  %.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  IN  THE  AREA 

PUBLIC  WATER  SUPPLIES 

The  density  of  population  of  the  Rhayader  Rural  District 
is  0.05  persons  per  acre,  this  is  very  low  when  it  is  compared  with 
areas  like  Glamorgan  1.57  per  acre  ;  Monmouth  0.94  per  acre  and 
Flint  0.89  ;  the  problem  of  providing  adequate  piped  supplies  is 
therefore  proportionately  greater,  schemes  are  more  expensive  in 
terms  of  cost  per  property  served,  as  there  are  long  lengths  of 
main  without  connections.  Where  there  are  many  small  schemes, 
supervision  becomes  a  difficulty,  and  the  cost  of  upkeep  is 
increased.  The  Council  owns  all  the  public  supplies  and  it  has 
been  found  necessary  to  use  ten  separate  undertakings,  three 
from  the  Birmingham  Aqueduct,  the  rest  from  springs  and 
streams. 

In  1939,  the  position  was  that  the  main  centres  of 
population,  Rhayader,  Newbridge,  Crossgates  and  Llanvre  had  a 
supply,  the  number  of  properties  served  being  about  630,  and  a 
population  of  1,388.  In  the  post  war  period,  the  Rhayader  and 
Newbridge  supplies  have  been  improved,  some  mains  extended 
and  five  small  schemes  installed  The  position  now  is  that  785 
properties  have  a  piped  supply,  the  estimated  population  served 
being  2,096.  (See  Appendices  I  and  II) 

Various  other  schemes  are  proposed  as  follows: — 

Pantydwr 

Work  is  in  progress  on  a  scheme  to  supply  Pantydwr  and 
St.  Harmon,  and  should  be  in  use  early  in  the  new  year. 

Llanyre 

A  scheme  for  supplementing  the  inadequate  supply  was 
accepted  by  the  Ministry,  and  the  contract  was  let  in  October. 

Penybont 

This  scheme  is  still  in  the  hands  of  the  Councils  Engineers. 
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St.  Heliers  Group 

^  These  houses  are  in  the  Llandrindod  Wells  supply  area. 
The'wouncil  are  considering  negotiating  with  the  Llandrindod 
LhD.C.  for  the  extension  of  the  towns  main. 

Sampling 

Frequent  samples  were  taken  during  the  year,  all  were 
satisfactory.  (See  Appendix  III). 

PRIVATE  WATER  SUPPLIES 

Owing  to  the  low  density  of  population  and  the  remoteness 
of  some  of  the  farms,  it  will  not  be  possible  to  supply,  by  public 
mains,  a  large  proportion  of  the  properties  in  the  district.  The 
bulk  of  these  properties  draw  water  in  buckets  from  springs, 
although  a  minority  have  a  piped  water  supply.  Progress  with 
farm  water  supplies  in  recent  years,  as  a  result  of  grant-aid  by 
the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  has  brought  piped  water  to  a  number 
of  holdings  previously  without  a  piped  supply,  about  24  having 
been  done  up  to  date,  at  an  estimated  cost  of  £3,300.  In 
connection  with  these  schemes,  41  samples  were  taken  during 
the  year  and  approval  was  given  in  five  cases. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 

The  considerations  applying  to  the  problem  of  water 
supplies  in  sparsley  populated  rural  area,  also  applies  to  the 
provision  of  waterborne  sewerage  schemes ;  many  houses  in  the 
district  will  have  to  be  content  with  private  plants  or  chemical 
closets. 

Some  progress  has  been  made  since  the  commencement 
of  the  Rural  Water  Supplies  and  Sewerage  Act,  1944,  but  this 
has  been  confined  to  the  centres  of  population,  at  Newbridge  and 
Crossgates.  Amongst  the  Rural  Districts  in  this  area  the  figures 
for  sewerage  in  the  Rhayader  District  show  the  least  unfavourable 
and  there  are  some  schemes  yet  to  be  started.  (See  Appendix  IV) 

Pantydwr 

A  sewerage  scheme  for  this  area  is  being  considered  in 
conjunction  with  the  sewerage  of  a  site  for  new  Council  Houses. 

Llanyre 

A  scheme  is  proposed  for  the  sewerage  of  the  village  and  a 
new  housing  site. 

Woodlands,  Newbridge 

When  the  scheme  for  Newbridge  Village  was  installed  it 
was  found  impossible  to  drain  the  Woodland  group  of  houses,, 
this  is  a  small  scheme  to  remedy  this  defect. 
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Rhayader  and  Cwmdauddwr 

This  system  is  in  a  poor  state  and  much  of  the  sew^age 
gets  into  the  Wye  in  a  crude  state.  A  new  system  is  pro™sed 
and  is  still  in  the  plan  stage. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

Refuse  is  collected  throughout  the  district  using  direct 
labour,  and  serving  most  houses  near  principal  roads.  The 
salvage  of  waste  paper  was  discontinued  in  the  latter  part  of  the 
year. 

Collection  is  as  follows  : — 

Rhayader,  Cwmdauddwr  and  Elan  Valley  .  twice  weekly 
Newbridge,  St.  Harmon,  Bwlchysarnau,  Abbeycwmhir, 
Nantmel,  Doldowlod  and  all  premises  on  the  main  roads 
on  this  route  -  fortnightly. 

Refuse  is  tipped  at  three  dumps — at  Nantmel,  Newbridge 
and  Cwmdauddwr.  The  mileage  involved  in  making  the 
collection  amounts  to  an  average  of  84  miles  per  werk. 

PUBLIC  CEMETERY 

The  Council  owns  a  public  cemetery,  this  was  opened  in 
1950  and  it  is  planned  to  build  an  entrance  building  with  mortuary 
and  public  conveniences. 

PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES 

The  proposed  new  conveniences  at  Cwmdauddwr  for  Males 
and  Females  were  finished  during  the  year  and  are  now  in  service.

HOUSING 


GENERAL 

As  regards  housing,  it  would  seem  that  the  number  of  new 
houses  completed  since  the  war  is  less  than  half  of  the  estimated 
number  of  unfit  houses  in  the  district  in  1939  ;  also  that  the  total 
houses  in  the  Council’s  projected  programme  will  still  not  reach 
this  figure,  although  it  is  probably  true,  that  by  this  date,  many 
more  houses  will  have  reached  the  stage  where  demolition  is  the 
only  economical  proposition. 

This  is  not,  however,  a  local  problem  only,  but  in  rural 
areas  such  as  this,  it  is  worsened  by  several  factors  such  as  : — 

I.  the  difficulty  of  obtaining  tenders  on  a  competitive  basis  ; 

II.  to  the  important  factor  of  lack  of  piped  water  supplies 
and  proper  sewerage  systems; 

111.  the  great  difference  between  the  rents  of  existing  houses 
and  those  of  present  day  Council  houses,  linked  with  the 
lack  of  industries  in  the  area  ; 

IV.  and  the  strain  of  the  financial  burden  of  many  houses 
upon  the  Council. 

Furthermore,  despite  the  efforts  of  the  Council  to  provide 
houses,  it  seems  that  the  waiting  list  is  growing  bigger,  and  20 
more  persons  were  added  to  the  waiting  list  in  1953,  bringing  the 
total  in  December  to  120.  (See  Appendix  V) 
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IMPROVEMENT  GRANTS,  ETC. 

Although  six  improvement  grants,  totalling  £1,339,  were 
approved  during  the  year,  it  is  clear  that  in  many  parts  of  the 
district,  having  regard  to  the  present  condition  of  so  much  of  the 
property  to  be  dealt  with,  and  the  difficulties  of  water  and 
sewerage,  the  provisions  of  the  Housing  Act,  1949,  can  have  only 
a  limited  effect  upon  the  housing  problem. 

Some  progress  has  been  made  on  the  re-conditioning  of 
farm  houses,  by  grants  from  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  but 
progress  in  these  schemes  is  necessarily  slow,  and  I  would  estimate 
that  so  far  about  24  schemes  have  been  approved. 

PROGRESS  MADE 

In  Rhayader  four  new  houses  were  erected  during  the 
year  and  work  on  another  twelve  is  in  active  progress.  For 
further  details  of  the  intended  programme  see  Appendix  V. 

A  Clearance  Area  Scheme  was  prepared  under  the  Housing 
Act,  1936,  for  nine  houses  in  Penisafydre,  Rhayader,  and  was 
submitted  to  the  Ministry  in  draft  form,  as  a  result  of  the 
allocation  of  the  Llawrllan  houses  only  one  of  this  area  will  be 
occupied  in  the  coming  year.

DESTRUCTION  OF  RATS  AND  MICE 

The  Council  shares  a  part-time  rodent  operative  with 
Knighton  R.D.C.,  the  average  time  spent  in  this  district  being 
one  week  in  four. 

This  year  saw  the  introduction,  on  a  large  scale,  of 
Warfarin  as  a  rat  bait,  and  although  the  cost  of  this  poison 
is  an  increase  over  that  of  poisons  formerly  used,  its  use  has 
proved  to  be  justified  and  100 %  kills  were  achieved  in  every  case. 

For  some  unknown  reason  the  Council’s  tips  and  sewage 
works  were  infested  on  a  number  of  occasions,  and  a  considerable 
amount  of  work  was  necessary  to  control  these  infestations.

MEAT  INSPECTION 

The  Ministry  of  Food  sent  out  a  new  Memorandum  on 
Meat  Inspection  during  the  year,  this  was  adopted  by  the  Council. 
This  gives  a  new  guide  on  the  treatment  of  carcases  infected  by 
some  diseases,  and  also  gives  stricter  control  over  casualty 
animals  killed  for  emergency  reasons  on  farms. 

Two  carcases  of  sheep  were  condemned  during  the  year 
for  lack  of  evidence  as  all  the  offal  was  not  sent  to  the  Slaughter¬ 
house  with  the  carcase.

RHAYADER  SMITHFIELD 

There  has  been  no  satisfactory  solution  to  the  nuisance 
arising  from  the  use  of  the  Smithfield  on  Fair  Days  and  Markets.
